DEMAND ASRATE |Scares Thief 


OF INTEREST LOW 


$175,000 Issue for School Build. 
ing Will Bear 21% Per 
Cent Rate 


Upland school district bonds will 
bear only 2% per cent interest. 
The $175,000 issue was purchased 
by three finance concerns, the 
county board of supervisors open- 
ing bids yesterday morning. The 
purchase is subject to the approv- 
al of the concerns’ legal depart- 
ments. 

The interest rate is considered 
unusually low by members of the 
Upland board of education. It is 
the lowest of any rate of recent 
bond issues sold by the supervis- 
ors. The purchasers gave a $50 
premium for the bonds. 

Sale of the bonds releases $175,- 
000 for immediate use of the Up- 
land board in bringing about con- 
struction of the new elementary 
school building. Actual “working 
plans” for the structure will be 
ordered completed. Preliminary 
sketches have been tentatively ap- 
proved by the board. The archi- 
tects will now he asked to rush 
the plans to completion so that 
actual construction of the build- 
ing will be started early in the 
spring. 

The new building will face on 
Fifth avenue near Arrow highway. 
It will house students from kin- 
dergarten to the fifth grade. 

The bonds were approved by 
local voters last fall. 

The unusually low interest rate 
is reported to be an indication of 
the financial stability of the Up- 
land schoo] district. Indebted- 
ness of the district is now $245,- 
000, while the assessed valuation | 
is $5,143,190. } 

M. W. H. Williams, county! 
treasurer, reported that the 2% 
per cent interest rate is the low- 
est offered on schocl bonds for 
many years. 

Ten dids were opened. The 
igsue was sold to three Los An- 
geles firms which submitted a 
cambined bid. The purchasers 
are B. B. Robinson & Co., Crow- 
ell, Weedon & Co. and Farwell, 
Chapman Co.

KAVANAUGH TELLS 
OF MORMON MARCH 


District Attorney Relates Many 
Interesting Facts and 
Figures in Address 


In one of the most interesting 
addresses heard in a long time 
by memberg of the Upland Ro- 
tary club District Attorney 
Jerome Kavanaugh, native Cali- 
fornian, who was born, in San Ber- 
nardino, gave an address at the 
meeting of the club today noon 
at the Upland inn. 

While Mr, Kavanaugh used the 
title, “March of the Mormon Bat- 
talion,” he related many facts 
and figures concerning the set- 
tlement of California, showing an 
unusual familiarity with the his- 
tory of the state. Preceding even 
the founding of Mormonism, the 
speaker related how Joseph 
Smith as a boy of 15 in New 
York had revealed to him the 
vision which resulted in the orig- 
in of that church. He told of the 
| trek to Missouri and of the es- 
tablishment of the church there 
in 1834, of their removal to Nau- 
voo, Ill, and of the journey on 
o Salt Lake, Utah, where the 
great temple and head of the 
church still remain, Mr. Kava- 
naugh aiso told of the journey of 
the Mormons to California and 
of the establishment of the city 
of San Bernardino by them. 

In relating the early history 
of California such names as Jede- 
diah Smith, first white man to 
enter the state; Kit Carson, Gen- 
eral Fremont and others were 
mentioned.

It is said the promised tax reduction may come in any one

of several ways—maybe in the reduction of the state sales tax, 
in elimination of income taxes. franchise taxes, bank and cor- 
poration taxes, or in the lightening of the burden local tax- 
payers are now forced to carry for relief purposes, 

But in the governor’s announcement there is a note of 
warning. The ability of the state to effect the tax reduction 


program, he emphasizes, depends upon the voters exercising 
caution and prudence when they go to the polls in November. 
If the bars are let down to unbridled spending, or if unsound 
tax proposals are voted, the hope for a eut in taxes will van- 
ish like the mist before the bright sun. Thus, it seems, the re- 
sponsibility rests on the shoulders of the voting taxpayers. 
Acceptance of the discredited ‘‘Single Tax’’, with its sales 
tax repeal bait for the unwary (for which petitions are now 
being circulated), would plunge the state into financial chaos 
and bring exorbitant tax increases, instead of relief. Approv- 
al of the politically-conceived scheme to abolish the two-thirds 
vote requirement for revenue bond issues, thereby making it 
easier for visionary theorists to plunge a community into debt, 
would mean that California would fall back—‘‘out of the black 
and into the red!’’ With revenues exceeding outgo, political 
spenders. will have many tempting proposals for spending the 
surplus. You can depend on it! If the tax reduction program 
is to become a reality, there will be need for intelligent voting 
next November. We—the voters—must answer!

Cheerful news is being spread about California by Gov 
ernor Merriam—in the announcement that he is looking for. 
ward to the state being ‘‘out of the red and into the black by 
July 1 this year’’—and that he has ordered the director of 
finance to anticipate a tax reduction program for the next 
legislature. Great !—if it proves to come true. 

It is said the promised tax reduction may come in any one 
of several ways—maybe in the reduction of the state sales tax, 
in elimination of income taxes, franchise taxes, bank and ecor- 
poration taxes, or in the lightening of the burden local tax- 
payers are now forced to carry for relief purposes. 

But in the governor’s announcement there is a note of 
warning. The ability of the state to effect the tax reduction 
program, he emphasizes, depends vpon the voters exercising 
caution and prudence when they go to the polls in November. 
If the bars are let down to unbridled spending, or if unsound 
tax proposals are voted, the hope for a cut in taxes will van- 
ish like the mist before the bright sun. Thus, it seems, the re- 
sponsibility rests on the shoulders of the voting taxpayers. 

Acceptance of the discredited ‘‘Single Tax’’, with its sales 
tax repeal bait for the unwary (for which petitions are now 
being circulated), would plunge the state into financial chaos 
and bring exorbitant tax increases, instead of relief, Approv- 
al of the politically-econceived scheme to abolish the two-thirds 
vote requirement for revenue bond issues, thereby making it 
easier for visionary theorists to plunge a community into debt, 
would mean that California would fall back—‘‘out of the black 
and into the red!’? With revenues exceeding outgo, political 
spenders. will have many tempting proposals for spending the 
surplus. You can depend on it! If the tax reduction program 
is to become a reality, there will be need for intelligent voting 
next November. We—the voters—must answer!

BOOST IN FREIGHT 
RATES PROTESTED 


Citrus Growers Point Out Why 
Higher Charges 
Unjustified 


A. most complete case, replete 
with sound reasons why citrus 
freight rates should not be increas- 
ed at this time was placed before 
the Interstate Commerce commis- 
sion in Los Angeles. 

A final hearing is scheduled to 
begin in Washington on Jan. 17, 
to be followed by oral arguments 
before the entire Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. Karl Loos, 
traffic counsel from Washington, 
is appearing at these hearings for 
the California Citrus League, pre- 
senting the industry’s opposition 
to the proposed higher freight 
costs, 

H, A. Lynn, who is chairman of 
the traffic committee of the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers Exchange, 
outlined the increasing disadvan- 
tage to California and Arizona of 
the disproportionate higher freight 
rates from these areas. “Indus- 
tries relocate to escape increasing 
freight burdens, but we cannot re- 
locate our orchards,’’ he said. ‘In 
stead, we find our fruit being dis- 
placed by fruit from Florida that 
moves to the large consuming mar- 
kets at much lower transporta- 
tion costs.” 

Lynn stated that the increase 
from the former rate of $1.15 to 
the present rate of $1.35 per hun- 
dred added the equivalent of an 
additional mortgage of $776 per 
acre, figured at 6 per cent interest, 
and that the proposed increase to 
$1.50 per hundred would equal an- 
other mortgage of $404 for every 
acre of oranges in California and 
Arizona. 

Paul Armstrong was the first 
witness and furnished the Com- 
mission with a complete statistical 
picture of the industry. The an- 
nual freight bill on a normal crop 
at present is 401%4 million and the 
proposed increase would amount 
to $4,500,000, he estimated. 
Freight and refrigeration now rep- 
resent over 40 per cent of the total 
cost of production and marketing, 
he said.
